There’s nothing but torsos 
luying around up there. Just pieces."

Elders wears out what good will she had 


If, as tpany believe. Surgeon General 
Joycclyn Elders' public life has fea- 
tured elements of farce or tragicomedy, 
her youngest son’s story is pure 
tragedy. 

Last December, 28-ycar-old Kevin 
Elders was arrested in Arkansas for 
, selling a police informant an eighth of 
an ounce of cocaine for S275. . 
Convicted on July 18, he was sen- 
tenced to 10 years in prison. 

During the Bush administration, the 
family of Interior Secretary Manuel 
Lujan Jr. suffered an even morp dra- 
matic setback. After his 28-ycar-old 
son was arrested, tried and convicted 
for rape, the facts were duly reported, 
but commentators held back - rightly. I 
think. 

A troubled family needs a chance to 
-regroup. : 

Yet Elders uses up good will the way 
piranhas might dispose of water polo 
teams. When faced with public opposi-; 
lion to condom distribution in the 
schools, or to her' defense of abortion, or 
to her promotion of-jaxpaycr- funded 
abortions, or to the president’s health- 
care reform package, her response jstyjv_ 
— ically viciousT She attacks critics as "the 
un-Christian religious right” or as anti- 
civit rights racists.

Eight days before her son's arrest. 
Elders really stirred the national pot 
when she called for “studying” the 
legalization of drugs as a means of 
reducing crime. Her apologists sought 
to defend her from criticism by point- 
ing out that she had merely called for a 
“study," not for legalization itself. 

Of course, a limited number of the 
country’s most eminent citizens 
share the surgeon general’s views on 
drugs. Among them arc renowned 
journalist William F. -Buckley Jr. ; 
Nobel laureate Milton Friedman and 
Baltimore Mayor Kurt Schmokc. 
Unlike Elders, these individuals 
straightforwardly call for legalizing 
at lea st some il legal drugs. 

But in matters of public policy. 
Elders is at her most dangerous around' 
children. Whether the topic is children 
having" sex or children ingesting drugs, 
her world view assumes that children 
will always err. To be sure, they often 
do not know-right from wrong, but that 
hardly means they cannot benefit 
greatly from those who would teach 
them the difference. 

Yet instead of teaching children how 


to behave. Elders wants' to use public 
policy to help children do the wrong 
thing’ "safely." Unfortunately, she fails 
to grasp that government cannot pre- 
sent children with an option that facili- 
tates misbehavior without implicitly 
giving the green light to that misbehav- 
ior. 

Recently. Clinton may have taken 
notice of a letter sent to him by 87 
House Republicans calling for Eldcrk*. 
firing. Yet he may be calculating that 
she will retain a bloc of supporters 
regardless of what she says. As for her 
non-politician critics, they may be so 
fed up with her that they no longer arc 
paying any attention. 

Still, all is not well on the political 
front dr hen commentators as liberal as 
Gary Wills begin saying she has gone ' 
loo far. According to Wills. El ders b led 
ihq last drop of gdutfTflllTrOhrsOdciy - 
reccnily with her reaction to her son's 
conviction ;ind sentencing. 

“I don't think it was a crime.” said 
Elders, who, by all appearances, has 
finished. the last chapter in her drug 
legalization study.

TWIN EALLS— On a lazy, sunny Sat- 
urday afternoon/. volunteers and Army en- 
gineers were busy sprucing up the area in 
and around the city's Dicrkes Lake park. 

A dozen, divers combed the lake's 
floor just before noon. They were look-, 
ing for soda cans, beer-bottles, socks, 
sunglasses and anything else that had 
sunk to the bottom of the lake. 

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, 
meanwhile, had set up camp, nearby at the 
volleyball court. They started blasting rock 
on the south and west sides of Dicrkes Lake 
pdrk for a new trail network. 

Tina Bolduc, owner of Scuba Adven- 
ture and Travel InC. in Twin Kails, 
rounded up the scuba divers' to help out 
the city’parks and recreation department. 
This was the first lime Bolduc and -the 
other volunteers hud mounted a cleanup 
effort at Dicrkes Lake; , 

She sometimes gives scuba lessons at 
the lake and said someone needed to

had accumulated at the bottom.

17 salmon freed from captivity Hospital 

proposes

REDF1SH LAKE - The. future for sock- 
eye salmon in ’Rcdfish La^e brightened a 
little Saturday .when, fisheries biologists, 
conservationists and Indian leaders released 
17 adult fish into the lake. 

Free after several years in captivity, the 
salmon seemed strangely reluctant to part 
from human company. , 

The fish, big as loaves of FrOrteh bread, 
lingered at the feet of Idaho Attorney Gen- 
. cral Larry EchoHawk - who waded into the’

Project would revitalize downtown Jerome

JEROME - .The city may be getting a 
facc-lifi next summer in a S600.000 down- 
town revitalization project. 

The project would replace sidewalks, 
gutters and curbs on the city’s two main 
. streets - Lincoln and Mbm/The work is scT 
to be completed next summer. According 
to city officials, the area is long overdue for 
such improvements. ! 

“It may not be obvious to longtime fesi-. 
dents of the area, but newcomers immedi- 
ately notice the crumbling sidewalks, ratty 
curbs and lack of handicap accessability,” 
said' Larry Paine, city administrator- and

City Councilman Dennis Moore- noted 
that aside from the unsightly appearance of 
sub-standard curbs and sidewalks, the prop- 
erty owners have an increased liability risk 
from potential accidents.

Because Lincoln and Main Street corre- 
spond to. state Highways 79 and 25, the 
Transportation Department will pay for the 
curb and gutter replacement along these 
streets. 


Local funds will be needed for the side- 
walk replacement. Money would be gener- 
ated by taxing landowners in the Local Im- 
provement District, which' consists of prop- 
erty owners along the affected streets.

-They did not 
mn because of the danger of cijtw mem- , 
bers falling and injuring ihemsejvcs dur- 
ink *hc retreat. With smoke billowing ■ 
around them, they pulled handkerchiefs 
over their mouths to breathe. 

In her third season as a firefighter, and 
the only woman on the crew, Eriacho is 
24 and has a 5-month-old baby at home. 
Like other ere.\v. members, she spoke 
quietly and stoically about her experi- 
ence. She reflected on what the firefight- 
ers : in Colorado might have thought and 
felt as flames overtook them on the crest 
of a hill in early June. 

Hearts pounding, the Idaho City 
crfcw scrambled single-file bp and 
down hills toward the airstrip ne&r the 
Graham Guard Station. When they 
reached the runway, they backbumcd 
timber around them to create a buffer 
from the encroaching flames. They 
were safe, there, even - as flames 
. approached the airstrip. They heard 
helicopters whirring above, coming to 
carry them to safety. 

_When it was over, their camp near 1 

the guard station was a smoking nun. 

All but three of the firefighters lost 
everything they brought .with them -, 
front the Ramah-Navnjo Reservation 
— clothes, personal, .effects: portable • - 
tape players, tapes, cameras, pho- 
tographs. Even sets of keys melted.

A national furor over children s 
clothing deaths prompted the gov- . 
emment to establish- strict fire-resis- 
tant standards for their pajamas and 
nightgowns in the early 1970s. 

In 1970. before the standard was 
implemented, the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission said 60 
children died in clqjlung Ijres. By

Qllie doctor recently advised 
my elderly mother that weight- 
training could increase her 
■mobility. .I’m concerned about her 
starting to exercise at age 75. 
Isn’t that too late to start an , _ 
exercise program? 

A It is never too lqte to begin 
exercising if one is sensible about it. 

A recent study in The New England 
Journal of Medicine revealed that ^ 
-high-intensity^ight4rai n i ng o f .t h c — 
lower body resulted in increased" 
Strength and mobility for frail 
individuals even in their 80s and 90s. 

In the study, a group of women and 
men aged 72 to 98 living in a nursing 
home begart resistance-training of the 
hip and knee muscles fqr45 minutes 
three days a week. They continued 
for 10 weeks. By the end of the study, 
the participants showed increased 
muscle strength, they were more 
active in general and joined in more 
recreational activities, and some were 
able to trade their walkers for canes. 

Physical activity is critical in 
combating frailty and maintaining 
quality of life. The key is to start - 
slowly and allow the body to adjust 
■to the activity. Research consistently 
has shown the fitness and health 
benefits of ex'ercise later in life 
(age 60 and after). ,- . ..

sures in the Third Reich and the 
Second World War (Knopf, $27.50). 
Nicholas points out that the Nazis were 
motivated by Kultur as well as by greed; 
they not only stole but also destroyed. 
Some of the treasures they seized seem 
irretrievably lost. In the realm of art, too, 
the evil that they did lives after them. • 
The Nazi era represents only a portion 
of the period aovered by Bayreuth: A 
History of the Wagner Festival, 
by Frederic Spolts (Yale University 
Press, S35). but it certainly provides 
some of the most engrossing pages. Hitler 
regarded Wagner’s music os the epitome 
of the National Socialist spirit, and he 
turned this great music festival into a 
kind of Nazi shrine. Sppns whimsically 
notes that Hitler was about the only Nazi 
leader who really liked music, and his 
picture of the others enduring those five- 
hour operas is at times downright comic. 

Finally, The Wages of Guilt: Mem- 
ories of War In Germany and Japan, 
by lan Buruma (Farrar, Straus & Giroux, 
$25), .is an attempt to describe how jhe 
‘present generations of two defeated na- 
tions feel about their painful wartime 
. histories. While the Germans seem more 
ready than the Japanese toraccept their 
share of responsibility, it seems apparent 
from this book that both countries still 
have not fully emerged from the shadows.

“I 
always looked up to him," he said. ‘<-‘1 used to watch 
him play softball and see how good he was. I want- 
ed to be like him, compete like he did and be known. 
My father retired as a city worker. He raised seven 
kids in Uic projects. He disciplined us. None of us 
has been in jail or on drags. We’re all very respect- 
able. That’s why I always say parents should be role 
models, instead of kids looking at athletes.’ . 

When he was 12 years old. Whisker recalled, he 
watched Sugar Ray Ileonard and Leon Spinks win 
gold medals at the ’76 Olympics. "I went to my 
mother and said. Tut going to win a gold medal for 
you.’ And she didn’t say, ‘Are you crazy? You rc 
stargazing.’ She said, ‘I know you’ll do it. 

Eight years later; Whitaker was close to making 
the ’84 Olympic team when — for the second time in 
his life — he wanted to quit. He was crushed after 
being judged the loser in a qualifying-round fight 
that everybody except the judges thought he had 
won. “I was so upset,” he said. "I figured I gave it 
everything I had. I didn’t feel like I could do it again. 

But the next night, at his mother’s'Urging. 
Whitaker. went baSk out— and won. He made the 
Olympic team and went on to win the gold in the 
lightweight division. If it hadn't been for his moth- 
er, he said, he wouldn’t be where he is today. 

After the Olympics, it was a triumphant Pemell 
Whitaker who returned heyne to the Young Park 
projects. He said 30,000 people were waiting to wel-

But it has not happened— yet 

The American Cancer Society reports 
that, with 183,000 new cases annually, 
breast cancer kills 46.000 women each 

aonc-h-nine^ance of contracting breust 
cancer in her lifetime. Despite new ther- 
- apics, the death rate has hardly changed 
in 50 years, and 70 percent of new cas- 
es are diagnosed in women who have no 
known risk factors for the disease. 

That is dark news. Dr. Samuel Broder. 

• director of the National Cancer Institute 
(NCI) in Bethesda, Md., maintains: "No 
question that_we_haye a basis for opti- 
mism, but we should have ho illusions 
about how difficult and formidable a 
problem breast cancer is. There won’t 
be a breakthrough tomorrow morning.” 

Nobody knows that better than 
Dabney Allen. 49. a homemaker in Mac- 
Lean, Va. Doctors first found a lump in 
a mammogram (a breast X-ray) of her 
right breast in 1990. "The biopsy showed 
that I had the kind-of cancer that was 40 
. percent likely to recur." Allen tells PA? 
RADE, "so I had both breasts removed. 
After surgery, the doctors treated her 
with four potent drugs. “But the cancer 
recurred in March, under my right ayn 
and along the scar," Allen says. “It spread 
to bone and to a spot on the chest wall. 
So my doctors say. ‘Let's treat this as a 
chronic disease and not a terminal one. 

Allen will take drugs to kill her can- 
cer cells.it is no cure, but she hopes by 
this method to alleviate the pain and stay

The incidence of breast cancer in-

New treatments. Despite the contro- 
versies swirling around breast-cancer 
treatment, therc'k'an exciting outlook as 
t he NCLs nr R roder see s it. Researchers 
arc testing new drugs given in new ways. 

Dr. Larry Norton, director of breast 
medical oncology at Memorial Sloan- 
Kettering Cancer Center' In New York, 
has tried giving a one-two punch to 
breast cancer growths. ‘’Conventionally 
we have been giving patients all the drugs 
at once." Dr. Norton explains. “Nowwe 
give one or two drugs at one time, wait a 
couple of weeks and then give another 
drug— in high doses. These women have 
fewer relapses than would be expected 
in patients with conventional treatment. 
Now there’s a big trial starting, to see if 
-what we saw on a small scale will work 
in a large trial." adds Norton. "I think it 
will." That could prolong many lives. 

Taxol, a drug derived from the bark of 
the yew tree, is one of the most power- 
ful cancer-destroyers known and is be- 
ing used against advanced breast can- 
cer. The results are promising. However, 
taxol is in short supply, and environ- 
mentalists have been concerned that de- 
mand would lead to the loss of entire 
yew forests. Scientists arc working to 
produce the substance in the lab. 


A controversial new treatment tor au- 
vanccd cancer patients is chemotherapy 
in very high doses, followed by remov- 
ing the patient's bone marrow, treating 
it with drugs to kill cancer cells and 
transplanting it back into- the patient. 
The treatment is expensive, costing up 
to $150,000. The research continues. 

Can it be prevented? Scientists arc 
also moving to prevent breast cancer. In 
one new study using Tamoxifen, a drug 
which suppresses cancer cells that depend 
on estrogen for continued growth, scien- 
tists will enroll* 16,000 otherwise healthy 
• women who are at higher than normal 
risk for breast cancer. Half will take the 
drug, half a placebo; after five years, re- 
searchers will see if those taking the drug 
- have a lower incidence of cancer. I 

A drawback is the evidence that I 
Tamoxifen may cause uterine cancer in 
some women. Some women's health ad- 
vocates attacked ihe" project, saying it 
puts healthy women at risk. Dr. Leslie 
Ford! chief of community . oncology at t 
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the NCI. heads the expenmerit. 'The riskr 
appears to be in the same range as-that 

from estrogen-replacement therapy, Dr. 

Ford says. "The risk is minuscule com- 
pared to the benefits. " 

Can we find the cause? One theory on 
the cause of breast cancer holds that en- 
vironmental toxins— both man-made and 
natural poisons — are, in part, to blame. 
However, the proof dudes scientists. A 
high-fat diet has been poin ted to as an- 
other possible "caliSd Some bclievcthat- 
pesiicides or chemicals that may.be stored 
inthc fatty tissue of meat or fish or that tut 
ntiunviv in rested may be associated with 


increased risk. Again no real proot. In me 
meantime the National Cancer Insmmc 
urges women to reduce the fat in their di- 
ets to under 30 percent of calories.. 

Finally, research ers are tr acking the_ 

genetic factor. Iflhey can lderitlfythe 
gene that causes breast cancer, it could 
give doctors the power to intervene and 
prevent it “We know it’s genetic,” says 
UCLA’s. Dr. Love. "Some people are 
bom with a screwed-up gene, others de- 
velop it We don't know what causes the 
gene to change. Pesticides? Pollution? 
Food additives? They are all possibilities. 

All we know is that genes are involved. 

And we are very close to finding diem. 

Stepping up the fight. Maybe the 
best news about breast cancer today is 
. that women have taken action. Activists 

from all over the country hnve organized 

to push for more funding for research. 
Looking at the success that AIDS ac- 
tivists achieved in pressuring Congress 
for funding for more research, women 

with a breast-cancer concern set out to do 

the same. The National Breast Cancer 
Coalition and other grassroots groubs. . 
have lobbied to increase research dol- 
lars. Their efforts have been paying off. 
Government funding went from S87 mil- 
lion in 1990 to $408 million in 1993. 
The fight continues. “
